Claim 29 has been cancelled and claims ! and 18 have been amended. No new Cairns 
have been added. Accordmgly, claims 1-28 remam under prosecution in this applied.

conducted. Thus, when the claimed apparatus or the claimed method of the present invenuon is 
used, there is no migration of a defect. 

Claim Objections 

The Examiner has objected to the attempt to add new claim 24 in the previous 
amendment (paper no. 19). The Examiner correctly points out that this new claim should have 
been new claim 29 inasmuch as there was already a claim 24 of record. The undersigned notes 
the Examiner's renumbering of misnumbered claim 24 as claim 29 and the undersigned hereby 
cancels claim 29. 

35 USC §102 

Claims 1, 3, 18-19, 27-28 are rejected under 35 USC §102 as anticipated by Devitt et 
al Devitt discloses in Figure 1 a device and method of applying a mechanical stress in a way 
that causes the surface of a specimen to be put into tension to "open the crack so that it will be 
detectable at the component surface 18." (column 7. lines 32-34). It is clear from the context of 
Devitt that it is not directed to a method or an apparatus for detecting kissing unbond defects. It 
is clear that if a kissing unbond defect is tensioned in the way taught by Devitt, it would draw 
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be detectable at the component surface. The first way is
